True happiness will not be found in 
power, in fame, in wealth; these are all 
external things that may or may vot 
contribute to it; but true bappiness is 
born of a contented beart and a con- 
tented mind, end unless you are pos- 
sessed of them you will never know 
what itis. A person ina small home 
may be a thousand times more at peace 
than the king in his palace; a mother 
bappy in the life of her children, pleased 
with the simple duties that make up 
daily life, and content with her lor, is a 
thousand times more to be envied than 
the woman who, in the fever and heat 
of the world, passes from one plessure 
to the other, and finds each and every 
one unsatisfying. 

We would not decry the value of

“Describe the passing away of aspirit.”

before you leave them forever. But 
that, my friends, is too late; there is no 
forgiveness that dying lips can ever 
speak that will really blot out the injury 
and the insult that any man or woman 
may bave dove to you in life, It may 
ease their consclence god serve as a 
balm in Gilead for the just punishment 
that they ought to feel; but it doesn’t 
change the result a particle. Therefore, 
those persons never ought to be ad- 
mitted to tbe chamber of death; there 
ought to be only a few who bave loved 
the dying one. 

As the spirit nears the other life and 
the sands iu the hour glass flow away, 
you will find just above the heart of the 
dyiog person in the air, a bright and 
invisible light formiig, seemingly witb- 
out shape, form or color; but gradually 
it will pass down to the feet, upward to 
the bead, until it lays in the air like 
unto a silver cloud counected to the body 
by a thousand little invisible electric 
wires. As the patient grows more suf 
fering and death comes nearer and 
nearer, this form becomes much more 
distinct, until at Inst when breath bes 
ceased, the spirit of the physical body 
epters iuto tbis cloud of light, which is 
really the spiritual body, aud ia care- 
fully and gently borne away into the 
peaceful realms of ibe spirit. This is 
the manoer in which those pass out 
from this life who have gone through 
eonditiony of Whiess and sickness, and 
who are ready for the spiritual world. 

In cases of accident the thread is 
snapped in a moment, and the spirit is 
then not infrequently held to the spot 
for along time. It is a mistake in the 
minds of mwy, that spirits are at once 
at liberty and they will say, “Why, that 
mao is dead be is out of all bis trouble.”

ment from all past religious and spiritual 
or mental philosophies, taken the lile es- 
sence with it, and left nothing but the hull 
behind, OF course, organization atill com- 
bines them, but the cement is fast trans- 
forming into dust and one by one drops 
their adherents into the lap of Spiritual- 
ism, Man wante something besides food 
to brace him up, and mental culture, relig- 
ion, sclence with prefix or affix, lack the 
spiritual—the life-giving principle, love. 
This le the essence alluded to, and which 
in ite universality constitutes law or sintel- 
ligence (spirit). 

Without spirit all must disintegrate; for 
where there ie no law of gravity, there is 
no centralization. This epirit centre now 
exista in Spirituallam, and around it all 
gather finally--all moet gather to obtain 
the needed life essence for individual ex- 
istence, strength, comfort, cheer, light, 
truth, love, Ina word happiness. The 
conflict that wages between some of them, 
as to which is the most applicable, is main- 
ly due to the lack of this harmonizing force, 
love or law—nearly all forms of intellec- 
tual acience being cold and without the 
true spirit, As for the difference in some 
of them, it leaves an impression on the 
outsider that tweive make an even dozen. 

What some claim as abnegation, Spir- 
ituallem teaches in the form of temperance 
in all things or the subjugation of the ani- 
mal passions. What is held up as the 
Christ principle, Spiritualism blurts out 
very unceremoniously as “brother.” What 
others call faith, we call magnetism, and 
between the two the latter would prove 
the most beneficial in real emergency— 
except faith becomes sufficiently active as- 
to be transformed Into will-power, Well, 
Spiritualism is centered on that, It is the 
principle in the individual which leads to 
the aim in life—the control of the spiritual 
over the material, By an active applica- 
cation of his will, man can ward off all 
evil influences, and if he has any chronic 
ailments, they must go, if he so wills it, or 
keeps up the motion in favor of the spirit- 
ual. Some people never get sick, because 
they haven't the time for it, and why can- 
not all keep well under the same condi- 
tions? The remedy is always at hand, and 
many are cured by it without knowing it, 
their spirit friends leading them through 
paths of life where they are kept con- 
atantly busy and consequently in a men- 
tally active state without intermission. 

This is the intuitive interpretation we 
make of Mr, Fletcher's remarks, and thus 
agree with him that all is for a purpose 
and to which we add, even if they lack 
the love principle, The desire for the 
truly spiritual will manifest itself in due 
lime, We know this by experience and 
are therefore not speaking at random or 
to boost up Spiritualism, The essence of 
all lies here, and every soul will gather 
around this fount when it can no longer 
endure the suffering of starving for the 
want of love or true life, 


OUR MEDIUMS. 

Every medium in the field of public 
work to-day is a Christ who has his cross 
to bear, To see them struggling against 
the tide of public scorn; of baneful infin- 
ences from unspiritual minds, and then to 
see the agonizing spirit of the medium as 
it makes endeavors new to overcome these 
living forces, must make the hardest heart 
succumb to sympathy and weep in silence, 
But who can note the sinking spirit of the 
instrument that brings us light? Who 
can see that as it falls, the efforts made 
within to rise again and battle o'er and 
o'er till almost wearied unto death? None 
but the spirit world, discerning souls of 
earth and those who know it by experl- 
ence, Is this not love unremitted? Then 
honor those who are ite willing advocates, 
lend them courage, ald them where the 
power lies—the angels are their friends, 
and they wi I be youre, too,
